In order that Senator Thomas be kept fully cognizant of 
the status of the subject i aii the various government depart- 
ments and agencies, it appears desirablé that the Chairman of 
the Subcommittee be authorized to convey to Senator Thomas, under 
appropriate security, the frame of reference under which the 
Subcommittee studies are being carried on, the essential facts of 


the Charter (SWNCC 3504/1 and 304/2), and the objectives to which 


. the Studies of the Subcommittee are being addressed. I do not

féel that any further study by the Subcommittee ig necessary 


especially in view of the urgent necessity for progressive 


resolution of the problems outstanding before the Subcommittee.
